Closing arguments in the Gov-| 
ernment’s case against five for-| 


mer inspection supervisors at the. 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant, —_— 


are charged with fraud, conspiracy | 
and sabotage in failing properly | 
to inspect .50 caliber machine gun | 
ammunition at the plat on Oct. 

16, 1942, were heard today in' 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore's court. 


Assistant United States Dis-| 
trict Attorney S. Russell Vandi- | 
vort told the jurors the charges | 
were “grave,” but justified by evi-| 
dence, which, he said, showed that | 
many hundreds of rounds of de-| 
fective ammunition were passed 
by the defendants, who testified | 
that orders were issued to “get it| 
out or else.” 

Miro Brda and Edmund Peter | 
Becker, both defendants, admitted | 
in their testimony, Vandivort said, | 
that they had instructed women | 
inspectors to inspect 100 boxes of | 
cartridges that day, and Brda had | 
said he told inspéctors under him | 
that the final 100 per cent visual | 
inspection was not required. 

It also was testified, Vandivort | 
said that Paul Eugene Thaller and | 
Amos Bruce Phelps, two other de- | 
fendants, had placed uninspected | 
cartridges in boxes marked “in- | 
spected.” Testimony showed, he | 
recalled, that George J. Wuigk, | 
the fifth defendant, who was ne 
charge of all inapection in Build 
ing 10o, had watched a spot-check. | 
ing process without protesting and | 
had ordered one woman Iinapector | 
to pass cartridges that had obvi-| 
ous shell defects. 

The Jury's Duty. | 

Vandivort told the jury its duty 
was merely to find the defendants 
guilty or not guilty. The motive 
for their acts he said was their 
knowledge that if they had good | 
work records they would be pro-. 
moted: if their records were bad, 
they would be fired. “The motive,” | 
he said, “was greed.” | 

Former Assistant Circuit Attor- | 
ney Henry G. Morris, one of the | 
defense attorneys, in his closing | 
argument pointed out that to find | 
the men guilty as indicted the. 
jury would have to prove to its | 
own satisfaction that they com- | 
mitted “these acts with criminal | 
intent and conspired to violate | 
the laws of the United States.” |

No proof was offered, he said, 
that the defendants got together | 
and planned to pass defective am- | 
munition, If they are guilty of | 
concealing by scheme and device | 
information within the jurisdic- | 
tion of the War Department, he | 
added, then everyone in the whole | 
department is guilty. Moreover, he | 
said, there was no evidence that |

Defendants Termed “Nobodies.” 

Sigmund Bass, another defense | 
counsel, said the Government's | 
case against “these nobodies” — 
meaning the defendants—was like | 
substituting “a peeping tom for | 
the figure of justice, blindfolded | 
and holding the scales.” The Gov- | 
ernment in this case he said, ‘was | 
like the mountain that had gone. 
through great anguish and brought 
forth only a mouse.”

Three Peacetime Periods. | 

In both England and the United | 
States it is recognized that three 
separate periods will follow the. 
war. First will come the diffi- | 
cult period of reconversion to a 
peacetime economy. As already 
reported in this series, there is 
widespread agreement among our 
leaders, both in government and 
in business, that the agencies of 
government at all levels, local, 
state and Federal, should be pre-. 
pared for this transition period 
with a program of public works. 

Next will come a boom created 
by the ability of the people to sat-. 
isfy their pent-up demands out of 
their wartime savings. The great 
danger of this period will be that 
of inflation. 

Prophecy now becomes hazard-_ 
ous. What will follow the boom | 
of the “catching up” period? Will. 
there be such a collapse as that 
of the ‘30s, or the ee in | 

rosperity” that the Baruch re-| 
ary ~«. detonn for the United 
States if we handle our problems 
with wisdom? It can only be said 
that an unexampled prosperity 1s 
possible. How we shall use our 
opportunities remains to be seen. 


A Britain’s Appraisal. 

Let us see how the future is 
viewed by Lord Woolton and note 
how his appraisal with reference | 
to England tallies with informed 
opinion on the American prospect. 

“We are realizing to the full,” | 
he said, “the importance of creat- | 
ing plans now to deal with eco- | 
nomic factors that will arise when 
hostilities cease. There will be 
three periods of a very widely dif- 
ferent nature. | 

Because it is the nearest, the 
first period is the one that is gIv- 
ing me for the moment the most) 
concern, and that is the period 
immediately after the war—a 
period when men's hopes indeed 
will be high but when we shall | 
find ourselves having to move—_ 
occupationally move — something 
like 10 million people. ... It was 
for that reason that I ventured 
some time ago to urge the engi-| 
neering industry, in particular, to 
be looking to this period and to 
make arrangements in order that 
we might more quickly move to a 
period in which we could find em- 
ployment.” 

In this country, similarly, we 
shall have millions to move into. 
peacetime occupations from the 
armed services and the war in- 
dustries—17.8 millions, the Brook- 
ings Institution estimates, may 
face demobilization during the 
first two and a half years after 
the end of the European phase of 
the war. Though not all of these 
will seek re-employment, the fig- 
ure will remain staggering. 

Jobs must be provided, alto- 
gether, for 55 million persons, or 
nine million more than.were em- 
ployed in the last full year of 
peace, 1940. Henry J. Kaiser and 
others in this country, like Lord 
Woolton, are urging speed in re- 
conversion to cushion as far as 
possible the inevitable shocks of 
the transition from war to peace. 

Coming to the second period, 
Lord Woolton said, precisely as is 
being said over here. “For some 
time we will have a very big 
boom market to satisfy. We will 
aim in our plans not at getting 
a boom but at getting regularity. 
Alternative booms and slumps are 
of no use to anybody except the 
speculator We must avoid 
letting the pent-up demand pro- 
duce a rapid rise in prices which 
would absorb the whole of war 
savings at the expense of those 
people who have put the money 
into the government at current 
values. 

“It would be very wrong indeed 
if we let prices rise so high that 
when these people get their money 
back they were not able to get 
something approaching the values 
at which tney put their money 
in.”

There was 
nothing wrong with that. But which 
picture did you publish? The usual one 
that most people expect to see—that of 
three couples dressed in Charro and 
China Poblana costumes. 


You have helped to perpetuate the 
cheap touristic picture, the highly false 
one, that we have of our Southern 
friends. That is the one they resent, 
One of the speakers told the audience 
that it is precisely this procedure that 
makes understanding impossible. We 
persist in seeing Latin Americans not 
as they really are, but as we think they 
ought to be. But that, I suppose, is good 
“journalism.” 

What will our good neighbors think 
meanwhile? Those who spoke Friday 
evening, I mean. They will say that 
Americans are not really interested in 
learning about Latin America. And that 
perhaps, the Good Neighbor policy, be- 
cause it is not being implemented in- 
telligently with a true effort at under- 
standing, will degenerate into a new 
tool for exploitation.

Factors in Large Pension Rolls 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a recent report entitled, “Missouri's 
Old-Age Assistance Rolls—Why They are 
So Large,” the Government Research 
Institute not only complains of the size 
of these, but lays the’ blame on our fail- 
ure to revise State laws so as to require 
relatives of needy persons to contribute 
to their support, and to provide for re- 
covery of old-age assistance payments 
from estates left by recipients. 

For any state the expenditure required 
for old-age assistance will depend upon 
the number of people past a given age, 
relative to the total population of the 
state, and the per capita wealth of the 
state. Thus, in a state where the wealth 
per capita is relatively large, we may 
expect that less old-age assistance will 
be required, and for states of equal 
wealth per capita, the amount needed 
for old-age assistance: will be influenced 
by the percentage of old people relative 
to the total population. 

In all the complaints I have read about 
our large old-ageeassistance rolls, I have 
seen no mention made of this. How does 
Missouri compare with other states in 
the percentage of its old people, and 
how does it compare in its wealth per 
capita? 

Here is a matter that should be in- 
vestigated before we criticise the large- 
ness of our old-age rolls relative to other 
states, and something worthy of the in- 
vestigating facilities of the Governmen- 
tal Research Institute.

Resistance in the South 


It sometimes takes the Supreme Court a long 
time to catch up with the will of the people. 
And again, it may take the will of a particular 
group of the people a long time to catch up 
with the Supreme Court. 

An instance of this latter phenomenon appears 
in the considerable opposition in parts of the 
South to the Supreme Court decision of April 
3, upholding the right of Negroes to participate 
in state primaries, and in the artifices being 
threatened or adopted to get around that ruling. 

No sooner had the decision been issued than 
various Southern voices were raised in strenuous 
opposition. Said Representative Nat Patton of 
Texas: “Texans themselves will find some way 
to work out a Democratic primary for white 
folks.” Said Herbert Holmes, Democratic chair- 
man in Mississippi: “The Supreme Court or no 
one else can control a Democratic primary in 
Mississippi.” Said Tom Conely, Democratic 
chairman in Florida: “We'll certainly resist, if 
possible, any attempt to have Negroes vote in 
our primaries.” Said Senator Maybank of South 
Carolina: “Regardless of any Supreme Court 
decision and any laws that may be passed by 
Congress, we of the South will maintain our 
political and social institutions as we believe to 
be in the best interest of our people.” 

Action was started at once in South Carolina 
to get around the ruling. A special session of 
the Legislature, called by Gov. Johnston under 
the slogan, “White supremacy will be maintained 
in our primaries,” is now repealing the State’s 
primary laws, thus leaving nominating elections 
wholly in the hands of political parties. Some 
states are considering a return to conventions. 
An even more tortured artifice is also reported: 
it is argued that, since the Constitution forbids 
disfranchisement only on grounds of race and 
color, a bar on geographical grounds should be 
passed; that is, a law that all persons are entitled 
to vote except those whose ancestors came from 
Africa. 

It is inconceivable that the Supreme Court 
would approve any such subterfuges, but the 
fact that they are even considered shows how 
the South’s political chiefs recoil from the idea 
of accepting the decision. The idea of opening 
the polls to Negroes, basically democratic though 
that may be, is viewed with horror as threatening 
the whole structure of Southern political power, 
based as it is on the doctrine of white supremacy. 

The words of the court, it is clear, are not 
self-enforcing. So long as the present political 
and economic ideas prevail in the South, efforts 
to evade the intent of the decision will continue. 
That section’s dominant opinion will catch up 
with the Supreme Court (and so with the Bill of 
Rights) only through a rise in tolerance, a process 
of public education that will lead to acceptance 
of the Negro’s political and economic rights. 

This may be a slow process, but there are signs 
of enlightenment here and there. In South 
Carolina, for instance, a group of 20 influential 
white citizens has issued a statement calling for 
a “modification of restraints” on Negroes. As 
to voting, they say: 

We do not believe that disfranchisement of 
all Negroes in South Carolina can endure in- 
definitely, and we hope that a careful study 
of this problem may, in the end, result in a 
plan of suffrage for the State that will be to 
the better interests of both races. 

Efforts by such progressive white groups will 
contribute a great deal toward changing the 
climate of opinion in the South and bringing it 
at last into step with the law of the land, 
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Alderman Duke Doesn’t Explain 


Edward L. Duke, criticised for drawing pay as 
an Alderman while absent from meetings, and 
apparently from the city, most of the, time in 
the last year, had promised to give a full ex- 
planation at yesterday’s meeting of the board, 
He attended the meeting, which is news in itself, 
but he said never a word to explain his un- 
excused absences. Maybe that’s the explanation: 
Duke can’t explain. 

His failure to explain adds to the weight of 
evidence for Duke’s ouster from the board. 
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New Weapons—Counter- Weapons 

One hardly would have dreamed that so simple 
a thing as a bit of aluminum foil, such as chew- 
ing gum used to be wrapped in except that it is 
formed in narrow strips like Christmas tree tin- 
sel, would become an important instrument of 
modern warfare. But it actually is in use, in the 
air over Europe; a telling device in the age-old 
cycle of new weapons of destruction, counter- 
weapons, defenses, super-weapons, new defenses. 

It proves again that for every new offensive 
weapon there is a defense. It is dramatic testi- 
mony of the race between the inventorg of new 
and secret weapons on the one hand and new and 
secret defensive measures on the other—a race 
that has been accelerated almost beyond imagina- 
tion under the stimulus of a global war. 

There is a strange kinship between this chew- 
ing gum wrapper which our bombers are usirg 
to nullify the accuracy of radar detection devices 
and tHe suit of armor donned by the ancient war- 
rior to ward off the arrows of his adversary. 

This war has been full of surprises. The terri- 
fying tanks and dive-bombers of the Nazi which 
#0 6devastated were checked by tank- 
destroyers and improved guns. The submarine 
that was to sweep our ships from the seas was 
crippled by intricate sound-detectors and depth 
bombs and as the U-boats brought into play new 
means to cope with these, we in turn found a 
way to smother them’ with a cover of fighting 
and bombing planes. 

The contest that continues relentlessly is typi- 
fied by the story of the land mine, used 80 de- 
structively by the enemy in North Africa and in 
Southern Italy. As soon as we were well along 
toward overcoming it by means of a magnetic de- 
tector, the enemy replaced its metal case with 
one of a plastic or fiber material which fails to 
affect the magnetic device. This calls for a 
counter-measure which our side no doubt will 
provide, if it has not already done so under the 
cloak of secrecy. 

The story is interminable. With new, improved 
armor, our battleships, which were to have been 
annihilated by bombers, are standing off swarms 
of planes; our tank-busterg and other superior 
guns turn back the German “robot” tanks which 
were supposed to run unmanned through our lines 
with death-dealing loads of explosives; our ma- 
rines and infantrymen, specially trained In jungle

warfare, prove more than a maich for the once 
seemingly invincible infiltration methods of the 
Japanese. 

In this struggle, invention follows invention. 


_And American resourcefulness, not to mention 


the like trait in our British and Russian allies, 
is more than holding its own. 
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Reasons” for Attacking HOLC 


T. Victor Jeffries, secretary of the Missouri 
Savings and Loan League and one of the chief 
lobbyists against HOLC, advances two purported 
explanations why, in his opinion, HOLC should 
be closed out at forced sale to the private money 
lenders. 

The first: “There is no need for a Government 
bureau in the home financing business as plenti- 
ful as money is now in lending institutions.” Mr. 
Jeffries ignores the fact that one large reason 
why mortgage loan companies have so much un- 
invested money is that, during the depression, 
the Government had to take over a large part 
of their business to save the American home 
owner from ruin and despair. 

It is convenient for Mr. Jeffries to assume 
that a Government bureau should exist, or be 
liquidated, solely in accordance with the narrow 
and selfish interest. he represents. It is true from 
the mortgage loan companies’ viewpoint that 
there is no further need for HOLC. From the 
viewpoint of thousands of small home owners gll 
over the nation, who would lose their homes if 
HOLC were lost, it is everything but true. 

The second purported reason why Mr. Jeffries 
favors forced sale of HOLC is that it would 
“eliminate a bureau of this type.” The implica- 
tion apparently is that liquidation of a Govern- 
ment agency is always a good thing. Mr. Jeffries 
does not say that HOLC is a bad idea; he simply 
says it is a Government bureau, and therefore, 
off with its head. 

The fact that Mr. Jeffries advances such empty, 
foolish “reasons” as these is a very good indica- 
tion that no sound reasons for forced liquidation 
of HOLC occur to him. Nor do they occur to 
anyone else. There are no good reasons for 
killing HOLC; many for keeping it on the job 
until the job is done. 
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A Desirable Safeguard 


The Constitutional Convention’s acceptance of 
the principle of excess condemnation is a long 
step toward conferring power on municipalities 
and other political subdivisions properly to pro- 
tect important public improvements. If the pro- 
vision approved by the convention becomes a 
part of the Constitution, the Legislature will 
have authority to enact statutes permitting con- 
demnation of land not actually needed for a 
public use but considered reasonably necessary 
to preserve the purpose of the improvement. 

Excess condemnation is particularly desirable 
in connection with the establishment of new 
public airports. If the air fields are to be pro- 
tected from unsightly or dangerous developments 
at their borders, the authorities constructing 
them should have the power to acquire and con- 
trol a reasonable extent of surrounding land. 

The principle applies also in the acquisition 
and development of parks, playgrounds and major 
highways and. boulevards. To keep a_ scenic 
highway free of ugly billboards or shabby hotdog 
stands would be a proper use by the State of 
the power of excess condemnation. The power 
will be useful, too, in connection with rehabilita- 
iion, ‘through public agencies, of blighted areas 
in cities. It is a need of the times. 
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Top Priority for Airports 

Mayor Kaufmann, with a commendable sense 
of proportion, placed first things first in his ad- 
dress to the Board of Aldermen yesterday. His 
recognition of the urgency of “an inspired air- 
port program,” and his fear of “municipal isola- 
tionism,” placed in their proper relationship the 
issue that tops the civic docket and the attitude 
that might block its development. 

Hie added, however, that he doubted “whether 
it is the responsibility of the city to go into the 
operation and construction of . . . small fields.” 
It is true that many such fields will be private 
enterprises, as in the past. It is also true that 
servicing, storing and parking of private planes 
will be work for private operators. 

Yet the city must take the lead in such de- 
velopments as a municipal responsibility, and 
by the same token that CAA ig including designs 
and plans for 1900 small airports for private 
planes in its national program. 

It has traditionally been a civic duty to pro- 
vide the means by which any mode of transpor- 
tation is made useful and practicable. It is the 
city which builds and maintains streets, park- 
ways, bridges, viaducts, underpasses, although 
such public conveyances as move over them are 
operated by private franchise, and such service 
facilities as make them useful are privately 
owned. 

The city hag more to give to private flying 
than the zoned air above it, and more to benefit 
from private flying if it encourages in every 
way its development now. - Waiting for public 
pressure to provide facilities may mean missing 
out on a share of Federal expenditure for just 
that purpose. 

Mayor Kaufmann took an enlightened 
yesterday. In a similar manner, he can spark 
the Municipal Airport Commission toward tan- 
gible accomplishment between now and early fall. 
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Mr. Cochran’s Advice 


As one of the front-rank watchdogs and in- 
vestigators in Congress, Representative John J. 
Cochran is worth hearing on the subject of con- 
gressional investigations. So when the St. Louis 
Congressman warns that there are too many of 
them, his colleagues in both houses should con- 
sider his advice carefully. 

Mr. Cochran makes the telling point that 
criticism of the administrative branch for waste 
and duplicating activities comes with poor grace 
from a Congress whose investigations have the 
same faults. Congressional inquiries are often 
highly valuable, but wgen carried to excess they 
merely consume public funds and the time of busy 
officials. Mr. Cochran urges more joint in- 
vestigations, to avoid the lost motion of separate 
hearings by the two houses. It is a suggestion 
to which Congress should listen. 
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STRANGE WAY OF GETTING THE GOVERNMENT OUT OF BUSINESS 


An Abuse of Free Enterprise 


Combinations to control production and markets nullify the com- 


petitive principle, business writer says; broad powers of big cor- 
porations and trusts are ueed to promote a world-wide economy of 


scarcity; declares cartels help explain shortage of vital commodities.

Vague understanding and devious uses of 
the basic principles of democracy lead in- 
evitably to their corruption and misuse as 
social, economic and political instruments 
of government. One of these basic prin- 
ciples is “free enterprise.” 


Free enterprise is an essential under our 
form of government, It is essential to 
business, industrial and commercial initia- 
tive. However, ample evidence exists to 
prove that by many leaders, free enter- 
prise is regarded only as a slogan or screen 
behind which the policy is denied and vast 
efforts are made to render it wholly inef- 
fectual. 

This trend is not confined to America. 
But America—or some Americans—joins 
with nationals of other countries to ham- 
string free enterprise and thus reap the 
fruits of world production, demand and 
trade. 

“Free,” according to Webster, means: 
“Not subject to an arbitrary external pow- 
er or authority ... subject only to fixed 
laws which defend from encroachments 
upon natural or acquired rights.” 


Fixed Laws Should Control 


“Enterprise” means: “An attempt or 
project, especially one which involves ac- 
tivity, courage, energy or the like.” 


When the two words are used to express 
an idea, it can mean only this: Each citi- 
zen is subject only to fixed laws (estab- 
lished by public government) when desir-* 
ing to attempt accomplishment of some 
project which involves such proper powers 
or rights as he may possess or be able to 
enlist. 

This appears to be simple enough, and 
so it is, Also, it was the intent behind the 
wording of the Constitution and the patent 
laws. As such it functioned for many years, 
Beginning in the latter part of the last cen- 
tury and ever since gaining momentum, a 
trend developed which almost completely 
nullifies this conception of free enterprise, 


At this point it is necessary to examine 
m phrase in the definition of the word 
“free.” These words are: “arbitrary exter- 
nal power or authority.” Those words mean 
a power and an authority not conferred by 
original fixed law. They mean a power ex- 
erted outside the intent of law and infer 
a virtual usurpation of law, 


The Beginning of Trusts 


As America began to grow industrially, 
some far-seeing men envisioned, in part, 
what was to come. This original industrial 
growth sprang from the principle of free 
enterprise. But these men saw that by 
combining capital, resources, skill and tal- 
ent in specific fields they might be able 
to control that industrial growth and ulti- 
mately the markets which consumed the 
goods produced, 

That was the beginning of trusts whose 
acts resulted in the Sherman anti-trust 
laws. These laws clearly indicated—and 
still do—that there was and is danger of 
huge combinations violating the constitu- 
tional principle of free enterprise. In oth- 
er words, by various means, these trusts 
set up “arbitrary external power and au- 
thority” quite beyond the fixed laws of the 
nation, and were able to stifle competition 
which is the corner stone of free enter- 
prise. 


Except in a few Instances, administra- 


tion of the anti-trust laws has been weak, 
sporadic and ineffectual. The past quarter- 
century has seen these vast combinations 
expand, absorb the industrial power of the 
nation until now actual free enterprise is 
practically, non-existent. Through their con- 
trol of patents, science and invention, “ar- 
bitrary external power or authority” has 
been set up by them until the only avenues 
of free enterprise left open to individuals 
lie in minor fields. 


Cartels Create World Monepoly 


Even in these, if by initiative, foresight 
and skill an individual succeeds to a degree 
that proves attractive to the masters, he 
is either compelled to sell out to them or 
be forced out of business by them. 


Now the trend grows more vicious and 
dangerous. These cartels you have been 
hearing about are nothing more than in- 
ternational trusts, Their purpose—despite 
expensive advertisements to the contrary— 
is to promote an economy of scarcity un- 
der which raw materials, production and 
markets are apportioned to the various in- 
ternational partners. 


Events have proved that this “external 
arbitrary power and authority” exercised 
by corporations and trusts is far more 
harmful and dangerous than any purely 
political agreements that might be made 
between nations, 


Why, in the third year of war, are we 
still unable to produce enough synthetic 
rubber to make a woman a pair of elastic 
hose supporters—when we could have been 
producing this vital necessity 10 or more 
years ago? Russia did. Germany did. We 
didn’t because of a cartel agreement which 
denied us the right. In return for that, 
some of our cartel members got other 
“rights” covering products they made. 


A Program to Stimulate Trade 


Why must we depend upon India for mica 
~ when great quantities of it exist here? 
Ask the cartel that controls this absolutely 
essential commodity. Why was every peri- 
acope lens we made reported to Germany? 
Ask the cartel that governs that business, 
Why do millions of our farmers burn their 
flax straw instead of converting it into 
fiber. to be used in carpets, twine, string 
and linens?

Lively Story ef Vitus Bering, 
Who Blazed a Trail to Alaska 


“Journey Into the Fog.” by Cornelia Goodhue 
(‘Doubleday Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y¥.) 
For Americans who followed the action 

of thelr forces in driving the Japs from 
the Aleutians, and to many who think that 
thfe final attack upon Tokyo may come by 
way of the Northern route, this book will 
be filled with interest. It tells the story 
of the discovery of the Bering Sea area, 
including the coast of Alaska and some 
of the islands. 

The hero of the tale is Vitus Bering, a 
Dane, whom Peter the Great invited to 
come to Russia and then commissioned to 
undertake the voyage of discovery in the 
North, Petér was curious to know if Siber- 
ia and America were united, as everybody 
supposed. The monarch died before the 
project could. be completed, but his succes- 
sor, Catherine, continued imperial support, 

Under her authority, Bering made two 
voyages into the Far North. The first was 
inconclusive, but the second, made in 1739, 
was one of the world’s great adventure 
journeys. On this voyage he charted the 
coast of Alaska and noted the St. Elias 
Mountains in the distance. 


Difficulties of every kind obstructed the 
venture. At home, the Scientific Academy 
proved a constant critic and at times cut 
off Bering’s salary. The ships used on the 
voyage were built on the Siberian coast, 
where supplies and skilled workmen were 
scarce and Government officials un- 
friendly. On the voyage, then as now, fogs 
hid the islands, land was missed and hard- 
ships had to be endured. Visibility was 
so poor that shipwreck resulted. Shortage 
of water and lack of food brought iliness 
and death to most of the crew, including 
the heroic commander. 

But geographically, the expedition 
achieved its purpose. It had proved that 
Asia and America were separated by a 
large body of water. 

It is a story of dauntless courage. Even 
for an age accustomed to heroism by the 
repeated tales of the endurance of Ameri- 
can airmen stranded at sea, this story has 
much that.is interesting and thrilling. If 
nothing more, a new appreciation of the 
difficulty of war operations in this theater 
will be obtained by the reader.

He informed me that their men must be diligent- 
ly trained for public office before they are entitled to seek 
office. He was horrified to think that any barkeeper or race 
track bookie could run for alderman here in the United States 
and then disburse the taxes of the citizens in his town.

“l TOLD HIM that along with our privileges in a democra- 
cy, we were subject to just such evils. He couldn't compre- 
hend why we would elect any Tom, Dick or Harry to public 
office when such men were unable to show any technical qual- 
ifications to handle their offices efficiently. Dr. Crane, I have 
been wondering if we should not try to protect our democratic 
privileges by including practical political science courses in 
high school and college.

Let- 
ting this dough rise in a moist 
warm place until a little more 
than double in bulk demands close 
observation. Baking in a moderate 
oven until well done all the way 
through and to a tempting brown 
on the outside needs good judg- 
ment, Serving while still warm 
calls for understanding of appetite. 


Raised Orange Roll. 


One cake compressed yeast, one- 
fourth cup lukewarm, water, one- 
third cup shortening, one-half cup 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one egg, 
beaten, one teaspoon grated orange 
rind, three-fourths cup orange 
juice, three and three-fourths cups 
all-purpose flour, three tablespoons 
butter, three-fourths cup diced 
orange segments, one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-half cup fine cracker 
Soften yeast in the luke- 
Cream the shorten- 
ing and sugar. Add the salt, egg 
and orange rind, Beat well. Add 
part of the orange juice and small 
amount of flour. Beat vigorously. 
Add the yeast and remaining 
orange juice and flour. Beat until 
smooth. Use additional flour if 
needed to make a dough stiff 
enough to knead until smooth and 
elastic. Return to a greased bowl 
and let rise until double in bulk, 
about one and one-half hours. 
Turn out on board and roll one- 
half inch thick, making a rect- 
angle about 15x12 inches. Spread 
with softened butter. Combine 
orange pulp, sugar and cracker 
crumbs and spread over the but- 
ter. Roll up like a jelly roll. Cut 
off one-half inch slices and drop 
cut side down into well greased 
muffin tins. Place in a warm 
place to rise until double in bulk 
(about one hour). Bake at 375 
degrees F. for 15 to 20 minutes 
until nicely browned.

M LOR of the Vocational Re- 

search Bureau was most in- 
teresting yesterday morning at 
Hyde Park. He showed the young 
high school students that during 
their school years they are build- 
ing up a record which can be used 
to decide what they will do well in 
future life. He pointed out, too, 
that the things we enjoy doing in 
our leisure time are part of this 
record and that personality and 
character will have a great deal 
to doawith the final decision of 
what votation will be best. 


He cited to them two boys, both 
of whom wanted to be doctors, 
One was chosen to train as a sur- 
geon because in emergencies he 
was self-controlled and calm. The 
other one showed a lack of abil- 
ity to control his emotions and he 
was steered into a different 
branch of medicine. 

It is the all around boy who is 
being built year by year who must 
be considered when a vocation for 
life is being chosen. 

From Hyde Park I went through 
to Philadelphia, and had a pleas- 
ant dinner with Mr. and Mrs.:John 
Frederick Lewis Jr. Then I at- 
tended the opening of the occu- 
pational therapy exhibit at the 
Art Alliance. It will be open for 
a month, and beginning today, 
there will be people there from the 
various hospitals, military and civ- 
ilian, demonstrating how the 
work is done. The pictures and 
the finished materials on exhibi- 
tion were exciting enough in them- 
selves, but actually seeing people 
at work as I have in our vari- 
ous hospitals will thriJl everyone 
who attended this exhibit. 

| hope this exhibition will be 
shown in the District of Columbia, 
in New York, and in various oth- 
er cities throughout the country 
when its month in Philadelphia 
comes to an end. No one should 
be without the information which 
these demonstrations can impart. 
It means hope for the handi- 
capped, whether the disability is 
mental or physical. 

In connection with this exhibit, 
TI was reminded of the work which 
has been done lately by the Lay- 


men’s League Against Epilepsy 
with headquarters in Boston. A 
very beautiful piece of work was 
pointed out to me as the creation 
of a soldier who had epilepsy. The 
doctor said, of course, epilepsy is 
sometimes allied to genius. The 
strides which have been made of 
late in the control of this disease 
are remarkable and encouraging, 
and the league has been of great 
help. 

I was glad to hear the other 
day that the physical therapy aid 
bill was passed and the young 
women working with the armed 
forces as physio therapists may 
now be made officers.

“Eternal City” 


A doughboy in Italy writes, in- 
quiring: “What is the origin of 
the expression “Eternal City?” 
The allusion, of course, is to 
Rome; its nickname, “Eternal 


City,” springs from a usage dating 
back to the ancient Romans. 

The Roman poet Tibullus (54-19 
B. C.), who achieved some meas- 
ure of fame for his observation 
that Jupiter laughs at the  per- 
juries of lovers, is said to have 
been the first to use the source 
phrase “Eternal Rome.” Long 
before its penning by Tibullus, 
however, “Eternal Rome” must 
have been current on the Tiber; 
for lore had it, as set down by 
Virgil in his Aeneid, that Jupiter 
told Venus he would give the 
Romans an eternal empire.

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No Danger 
Here From 
Tropic Ills

OCTORS whose experience has 
D been confined to the continen- 

tal United States do’ not know 
very much about tropical diseases. 
The war has exposed our troops in 
Africa, and the South Pacific to 
many tropical diseases and the 
apprehension is aroused that with 
their return these diseases will be 
introduced into this country. The 
danger is probably not very great 
that they will get much of a foot- 
hold because most of them depend 
for spread on insects that cannot, 
or least do not, live 
except in tropical climates, 

The’ situation has, however, 
given an impetus to the study of 
tropical] diseases both among prac- 
ticing physicians and in the cur- 
riculum in our medical schools. 
All medical schools now have 
courses in tropical medicine given 
by experts in that field, 

The newer generation of prac- 
ticing doctors will be well trained 
both by precept and experience if 
they serve in the Mediterranean, 
South Pacific or Indian war thea- 
ters in tropical diseases, 

* * 

MALARIA, the commonest and 
most dangerous of all tropical dis- 
eases, has always and still is pres- 
ent in some parts of the United 
States, particularly in the delta 
region of the Mississippi. We are 
beginning to see a few sporadic 
cases in the Northern States in 
the persons of soldiers and sailors 
returning from the combat areas. 
The civilian or home practitioner 
must be on the alert for these be- 
cause the patient may present a 
set of symptoms entirely unfamil- 
iar to him, From London comes a 
story of a flying officer who re- 
turned from a malarious country 
to spend a few days in his home 
town. He developed a high fever 
with symptoms of meningitis and 
was treated for everything exeept 
malaria, from which in a few days 
he died. His doctor was a sound 
practitioner, but he just never 
thought of malaria, 

Dysentery, both amebic 
bacillary, is present in all 
three active war zones. Both 
forms are quite likely to be 
brought to the United States, but 
with proper precautions for the 
water supply they are unlikely to 
spread. 

Filiariasis is present in all 
three theaters of war. It is caused 
by a little threadlike worm which 
enters the bld6d through the bite 
of certin flies. It causes unsightly 
deformities called elephantiasis, 
but very rarely, and returning 
soldiers who have become infected 
with the condition need have little 
fear of that or any other serious 
consequences,

I ONCE KNEW a British col- 
onel with a record of India serv- 
ice who was full of filiaria, but 
the only way it affected him was 
that the Httle worms would prowl 
at night and get in the retinal 
vessels of his eyes and he had 
horrible dream illusions of drag- 
ons and snakes pursuing him. We 
have had filiariasis in some parts 
of this country, notably around 
Charleston, but after it was recog- 
nized it was easily eliminated. Its 
spread is very dependent on op- 
timal conditions of epee 
and humidity. 

Plague has always been a po- 
tential danger to all the world 
when trouble was brewing. It 
rides with the other three horse- 
men of the Apocalypse. But even 
this remote possibility is mitigated 
by the good results being obtained 
against plague with the new sulfa 
drugs. The returning soldier is 
not likely to bring back fleas or 
rats in his knapsack and without 
them no plague. 

Typhus fever is not likely to be 
brought back here to the United 
States by returning soldiers be- 
cause a good delousing will oblit- 
erate the danger; the louse and 
the flea alone spread typhus. 

Tropical diseases; such as sleep- 
ing sickness, oriental sore, and 
Kala-azar, are so dependent on 
climate for their spread that there 
is little danger of their getting a 
foothold in the continental United 
States,
